TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said Mar- 
low on Tuesday, the twelth day of March, next at one of the 
clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To elect Delegates to the National Conventions. 


2. Polls open on the above article at 1:00 P.M. and shall 
close at 6:00 P.M. 


Action will be taken on the following articles beginning at 
7:30 P.M. 


3. ‘To chocse all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


5. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Poor. 


6. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. — : : | 


7. To see if the Town will apply for Class V money, 
known as TRA, and raise the sum of $515.31 matched with 
$3,435.38 contributed by the State. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


9. To see if the Town will raise $105.00 for the observance 
of Memorial Day. 
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10. To see if the Town will raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to improve Town cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $66.00, to the Monadnock Region Association, an 
agency to advertise, promote, and preserve the natural advant- 
ages and resources of the town in co-operation with the other 
37 towns of the Monadnock Region. 


12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $25.00 to be matched by the State, for brush removal on 
back roads. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50.00 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust Program. 


14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $244.00 for the year 1968 in support of the operating cost of 
the Elliot Community Hospital for the year 1968. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell 
and administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
tax collector deeds. 


16. To see if the Town will authorize the tax collector to 
give two per cent cash discount on all property and personal 
taxes, for the payment made within thirty days after date of 
bill and empower the collector to appoint a deputy collector. 


17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for temporary loans, in anticipation of taxes. 


18. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
those items in the budget not covered in the preceding articles. 


19. To see if the Town will appropriate money for the 
purpose of repairing and renovating Jones Hall; said repairs 
and. renovations to be performed under the supervision of the 
Trustees of the Library. 


20. If Article 19 is passed, to see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate the sum of $7,500.00 for purposes specified in 
Article 19. Such sum to be raised through the issuance of notes, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such 
notes, and determine the time and place of payment thereof 


under such terms and conditions as they deem to be in the best 
interest of the Town. 


21. If Articles 19 and 20 are not adopted, to see if the 
Town will appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to remodel and 
renovate the Old Fire House for the purpose of using the same 
as a library ; said remodeling to be under the supervision of the 
Trustees of the Library; said sum of $5,000.00 to be raised 
through the issuance of notes, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such notes and determine the time and place 
- of payment thereof under such terms and conditions as they 
deem to be in the best interest of the Town. 


22. To see if the Town will authorize the Trustees of the 
Library to petition the Superior Court for authority to dis- 
solve the Trust Fund created by the will of Berton C. Howard, 
bequeathed for the purpose of erecting a Library Building in 
the amount of $1,305.96, that if said funds are so released, the 
same will be expended for the renovation of Jones Hall or the 
Old Fire House, as specified in Articles 19 or 21. 


23. If Articles 19, 20, and 21 are not adopted, to see if 
the Town will raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$2,000.00 for the purpose of making repairs in Jones Hall, for 
repairing the underpinning of the building, venting the base- 
ment, and installing steel columns to truss up the upstairs. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Planning 
Board of five (or seven) members with duties as set forth in 
Sections 1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 
1955, to make a study of the Town’s development and report 
to the Town appropriated recommendations for the promo- 
tion and maintenance of the Town’s best development. The 
Board shall consist of one Selectman and four (or six) other 
citizens appointed by the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 36, 
N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 


25. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
$5,500.00 for the purpose of having all of the property in the 
Town of Marlow reappraised by the State Tax Commission or 
by some other qualified appraisal concern, at the discretion 
of the Board of Selectmen; said sum of $5,500.00 to be raised 


through the issuance of notes, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such notes, and determine the time and 
place of payment thereof under such terms and conditions as 
they deem to be in the best interest of the Town. 


26. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $250.00 for the purpose of having all property assessments 
in the Town of Marlow listed annually in the Town Report. 


27. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $175.00 for the purpose of removing the old blacksmith shop 
and filling the lot. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to accept all trust funds 
left to it during the ensuing year. 


29. To hear reports of officers, agents, and committees, 
theretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto, and to 
transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

This cookbook went on sale at our 
booksale. Our profit is, as of now, $153. We have not spent this 
money as we are waiting to see what action is taken at the an- 
nual meeting. Many thanks are due Mrs. Margery Davis and 
Mrs. Arlene Rhoades. 


This year we again received a $100 grant from the N. H. 
State Library Development Program. Since the librarian felt 
the need of another set of encyclopedias, we ordered Collier’s 
Encyclopedia. 

The need of good heating facilities and adequate floor 
space in the library has prompted us to place an article in the 
town warrant to pursue such action. 


Our library has been the victim of two robberies. The first 
being of petty cash, the Marlow Library stamp, date stamp, 
stapler, and other small supplies that cost money to replace. 
Next a full order of new books which had never been taken out 
of the box. A photostat of the order showed their worth to be 
$62.39, about one third of the total money budgeted for new 
books. 

Our thanks and appreciation go to Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Huse for a greatly needed typewriter. Thanks also goes to the 
many people who have contributed to the Marlow Library in 
many ways.

REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 


The question has been asked, “What are we receiving in 
additional services for this year’s high increase in taxes?” 
Though the answer is not obvious to many of you, you have 
assured for your children and the children of your community 
an established educational program for the foreseeable future 
which is not surpassed in this area. You have also made avail- 
able to the children a means of transporting them to this 
educational facility so that at no time can anyone say, “I had 
no way to get to school!” Though this statement may not 
reflect the problem in most cases, it was certainly the one 
major reason for high school drop-outs in past years. 


Marlow School 


Let us consider the educational program in operation at 
the Marlow Elementary School. 


In grades 1-3 we have Mrs. Evelyn Gill. Mrs. Gill has 
worked closely with me in all respects and has been the main- 
stay of your educational program. This current year she is 
doing a great deal of work with the new Economy materials in 
her grades 1-3. 


In grades 4-6 we were fortunate to hire Mrs. Mary Sawyer 
of Laconia. Mrs. Sawyer has taken over the tasks of Mrs. 
Margaret Stevens who left us to seek a new position at Kurn 
Hattin in Westminster, Vermont. Needless to say, Mrs. Sawyer 
has worked closely with Mrs. Gill in an attempt to upgrade all 
facets of the educational program in Marlow. 


Public Hearing 


The Marlow School Board a year ago made an attempt to 
better inform the general public about their schools, the tui- 
tion program for its 7-12 students, and the cost of both. 
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This was done at a public meeting held at the school prior 
to the annual meeting in March. At the meeting the school 
warrant was reviewed and discussed with the voters. Further, 
the school budget as it pertained to the tuition program was 
reviewed. The tuition costs were given along with that of 
transportation so that all interested voters would have a better 
understanding of their tax increases. 

Again this year such a public meeting will be attempted. 
We only hope it will be beneficial to you as citizens and tax- 
payers of Marlow. 

School Transportation 


Under Article 13 in the school warrant of the 1967 School 
District Meeting, $4,527.00 in additional funds for a total of 
$5,980.00 was raised to transport all 7-12 students to Keene. 
This represents a cost of $.40 per mile for a bus route some 88 
miles in length. The cost is some $.10 per mile less than the 
state average. Had it not been for the inclusion of a clause 
relative to the use of excess seating capacity by the owner 
of the school bus, the cost could have been greater. With the 
availble use of extra seats for Keene or other children en- 
route to Keene, some of our cost has been defrayed. Thus, the 
total cost to Marlow is less. 


Federal Funds 


Since the inception of the tuition program of a year ago 
and the realignment of the grades remaining in Marlow, efforts 
have been made and will continue to be made to update our 
educational program and to revise materials in line with pro- 
grams in Keene. Thus our children will have the advantage of 
having been exposed to programs similar to Keene’s prior to 
their arrival. 

NEDA Title Hf funds have been used to introduce into 
the school additional means to deal with three grade levels in 
one room in addition to the many educational levels found 
among the children. It is our hope to add enough equipment 
which ean be used by the teachers and the school children so 
that the teacher will be able to work with many different 
educational levels at the same time. 


In addition to the district monies available for library 
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purposes, some $3,800 in additional funds was applied for and 
has been received on the Union level under Title II. Some 40 
library kits which are on e¢all to all elementary teachers in the 
Union have been developed. These will supplement materials 
available in schools and make available to teachers a wide 
variety of books they would have little opportunity of fmding 
elsewhere.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
FOR MARLOW 





During the school year 1966-67, forty-one vision tests were 
done. One child was found in need of further eye examination, 
and was examined by their family eye specialist and correc- 
tion as indicated. Forty-one hearing tests were done with one 
full seale audiogram being done on one child. Forty-one 
children were weighed, measured and checked by the school 
nurse for noticeable health problems. A dental clinic sponsored 
and run by the PTA was a good start at the dental problem 
that is always with us. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on the children in all 
orades. The New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association and the 
State Department of Health made their services available to 
us and a chest x-ray clinic was held in Charlestown in 
November. 


Six children attended the May pre-registration for Grade 
One in September. At that time, vision and hearing screening 
is done. Also the children are weighed end measured and 
ehecked for vaccination, and a record of their health program 
up to entering Grade One. We also had the services of the state 
dental hygienist at the time of pre-registration. 


Thirty-five children had urine examinations for sugar and 
albumin and no referrals were necessary this year. 


I would like to take this opportuity to express my apprecia- 
tion for the fine community support always given the School 
Health Program and for the continuing cooperation of the 
school personnel.
